The Australian 
public will welcome any of the 
Jast team who may come again 
and regret they have seen the 
last of the few well-known 
figures. 


Over-Worked Bowlers 


Taking the tour as a whole 
it cannot be denied that the 
performance of the English 
team was disappointing. Even 
now I find it most difficult to 
say preciacly why this was so. 
There was, of course, the lack 
of a fast bowler and I put down 
as n major trouble the tremen- 
dous umount of work . which 
the two star bowlers Bedaer 
and Wright were called upon 
to do. - 

In addition to this, the fact 
that Edrich had to bo utilised 
s0 much as an bowler and to a 
lesacr extent Yardley, also pos- 
sibly affected their batting to- 
wards the end of the tour. 

The inability of Hammond to 
strike his true ‘form muat have 
been a keen disappointment to 
the team as well as to himaclf, 
for it would have made such an 
enormous difference to the mlid- 
dle of the English batting. 

With Hammond in form, the 
Selectora may have felt juati- 
fied in playing an’ additional 
bowler, whereas it appeared 
evident they were attempting 
to strengthen = their

Succession Of Thrills 


_ Whatever disappointment 
mitht have been felt in Adel- 
aide amends were made in 
Sydney for this game waa just 
a succeasion of thrills, ’Catches 
were dropped at vital momenta, 
the whole. atmosphere was 
electric and the excitement of 
the last day, when Australia 
was going for runs, was mare 
reminiscent of a football than 
a cricket match, 

At one stage Wright and 
Bedser seemed to have the up- 
per hand and forced our bats- 
men 80 much on the defensive 
that it seemed we could acarcely” 
hope to get runs. However, Mil- 
ler, by daring and forceful bat- 
ting in the last half-hour, 
clinched the match. .

Beyoud, between the Elbe and 
the Oder, lies the Soviet Zoa., a 
satellite state of Russia in Central 
Europe. 

The Western Allies have 
brought to the Rhine some of the 
Injustices against which they were 
Nghting—imprisonment without 
trial, restriction of personal lber. 
tles, dispossession, censorship, 
civic outlawry, denunciation—all 
these old enemics of the English 
speaking people have come in, 
as It were, in the baggage of the 
occupying forces, waving flings of 
red, white and blue. ° 


One Party Rule 


They have emerges from some 
of the restrictive interallied laws 
on denazification, prcperty con. 
trol, democratisation and demill- 
tarlsation. 

We all know and trust that 
they are not here for good and 
that Western opinion’ will one 
day sweep them out of the Bri- 
tish Zone again. 

The Soviet Zone fs a zone with 
a difference. It seems on the sur- 
face to have a great measure of 
tolerance until you look down the 
back streets, . 

Firstly It 1s suffering from one. 
party rule. 

Imagine the Socialists in Eng- 
land forbidding~ Opposition can- 
didates to stand in the North, and 
allowing country constituencies 
one candidate only—their own, 

That will give you a, sense of 
the prevailing feellng of politicni 
suffocation In Brandenburg. ond 
Soxony, although the Liberals and 
Christian Democrats obtained be. 
tween them nenrly half the votes 
polled in the Soviet Zone election 
last Autumn. ‘ 

The second unpleasant feature 
of the Eastern Zone ts the Soviet 
Military Courts.

Gloomy Foreboding

PALESTINE _ 


The controversy provoked the 
recent statement on Palestine by 
Mr, Ernest Bevin will in the long 
run do more good than harm if 
it stimulates thought as well as 
argument. Any one interested in 
the, careful and effective use of 
the English language must have, 
been shocked by the wild excesses 
indulged in by many of Mr. Be- 
vin's American critics. Even a 
sober journal like the “Los An- 
geles “Times,” writing in a most 
friendly way about Mr. Bevin, 
described his speech as a “tirade.” 
This is a wood iHustration of how 
squeamish the public has become. 
It is paradoxical that the English 
and = American people are more 
often angered by truth than they 
are by falschoods. “Fwenty times 
a day, every day of the week, the 
Russians on the their radio say far 
more offensive things about the 
American Government than any- 
thing Mr. Bevin has ever said. 
But no one minds og_bothers to 
answer because the accusations of 
Radio Moscow are-so patently 
absurd that they Icave no sting. 
Mr. Bevin spoke the truth and it 
left a grievous wound on the 
American conscience. We live 
today in a world very largely of | 
false values, and nathing proves | 
it so much as the reaction to Bri- 
tain’s blunt frankness on Pales- 
tine. What he said may have 
been undiplomatic, untimely and 
unhelpful, but certainly his words 
were spoken more in sorrow than 
in anger. They could not con- 
ceivably by any objective person 
be called a “‘tirade’——and — this 
was‘about the mildest epithet ap- 
plied in the American press to 
the. Bevin speech, For’ instance, 
Mr. Frank = Buchanan, of 
Pennsylvania, posed the follow- 
ing rhetorical question in Con- 
press: “Aren't 6,000,000 Jew- 
ish dead sufficiént, or, must Bri- 
tish obstinacy destroy the remain- 
ing 1,500,000 in Europe?” You 
might almost think from this that 
it was the British, and not Hitler, 
who killed the,.6,000,000 Jews. 
You might even suppose that the 
Americans were so unhappy about 
the plight of the pitiful remnant 
of European Jewry that they 
wished fo admit them to the Unit- 
ed States. , Unfortunately, this is 
not so. While many Ameri 
are prepared‘ to; en- 
courage illegal Jewish immigra- 
tion into Palestine, none of them 
are prepared || to advocate legal 
Jewish immigration into the 
United States. The doors of the} . 
United States are as ‘tightly bar- 
red as those of all other countries.
